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LET’S GET BUSY 

The “buyers’ boycott” upon the mercantiling 
class was all right and had to be before a lower- 
ing of prices could be brought about. Merchants 
and manufacturers may say what they please, 
put the fact remains that as long as people paid 
the high prices they were not going to be lowered 
voluntarily. But now that to a large extent the - 
object of the “quit buying” campaign has been 
realized it is time to begin buying again, otherwise 
the boycott will react upon those responsible 
by a closing down of manufacture and the throw- 
ing out of employment of workers. It is time right 
now to commence buying again, and to get busy 
and build up ‘trade and work of all kinds. - 

The price of living has come down fully a 
fourth, according to government statistics, and 
that being the case there is no good reason for 
further refraining from buying whatever is rear 
sonably needed. It is all right to pass up the 
fancy flubdub at all times, but necessities are 
about as low now as they are going to be, unless 
all signs fail. 

Lumber dealers have come down some on the 
prices of lumber, Dut not enough yet, and can 
afford to come down some more, 80 people would 
feel encouraged to go ahead and ‘build homes, 
which of itself makes work [for many artisans. 
‘The lumber dealers thave been bad actors—there 
is no reasonable doubt of. that—but even they 
are ‘beginning to see the light. Lumber camps are 
opening up this spring much earlier than usual, 
and the timber cut is going to be large, The tim- 
ber workers ‘have voluntarily made a reduction 
in Jeir own wages, so the expense of lumber pro- 
duction is not going to be as high. There is prob- 
ably more than 500 families in Richmond who 
want to build homes and are just waiting until the 
cost gets within their means. They are also de- 
manding a small cut in mechanics’ wages, and 
this, in view of the lowering cost of living, will 
likely be made, at least to some extent, Anyhow, 
each, should do his part ndw to get busy again 
along every walk of trade @nd commerce. The~ 
realty men are doing their part in lowering 
prices and giving very long time and easy pay- 
ments, and if all the rest of us will exercise the 
same spirit Richmond will double in size in an- 
other year. a |

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TAXES MUST COME DOWN 


The present State Legislature is right up against 
a proposition to either bring about 3 material re- 
duction of taxation or be marked for defeat by 
the people. when the members ever again show 
up for re-election. Taxes have got to come down, 
arfd that’s all there is to it. The fact that the per 
capita taxation of California is larger than any 
other state in the Union is a damning blight upon 
the lawmakers and politicians who are responsible 
for it, and it is driving capital and industry away 
from the state in a manner that is serious, 

The State Administration, headed by Governor 
Stephens, is making a loud cry for millions of 
more dollars taxation upon the public service cor- 
porations, which said tax will come right back to 
the people just as quick as the corporations can 
get to the State Railroad Commission and be 
granted increase of rates. Another bunch of pol- 
iticilans demand that some eighteen millions need- 
ed to meet the ideas of the budget committee be 
raised by an advalorem tax, but none of them 
seems to have got any such idea into their heads 
that neither one is needed, and that taxation 
should be and can be Jowered instead of increased 
either directly or indirectly. 

The amount fixed by the budget board is ab- 
normal by millions, to start out with, even taking 
{nto consideration the amount of expenditure voted 
by the people at the polls last fall, and all neces- 
sary state expenditures could be met by a reduc- 
tion in state expenses if those in office would only 
realize it and get down to bringing it about. And 
those who will not do this should be relegated 
to obscurity by the people, There are over a hun- 
dred state commissions in California, fully a fousth 
of which could be abolished entirely with good 
effect, and the thousands of employes hired by 
the state\.commissions should be cut down by4 
one-half. 5 

The fact that (California people Fave to pay the 
biggest per capita tax ‘of any people in the United 
States has no excuse for being true exept mis- 
management incompetency and grafte All this
